Australia’s coach will 
definitely play midfielders 
Robbie Slater and Danny 
Tiatto tomorrow night 
(Wednesday) at the 
Sydney Football Stadium 
in the return clash against 
touring Sweden.

Slater and Tiatto made 
tush trips back from England 
for the two matches against 
the Swedes. 

Last night from 
Australia’s camp at the 
Novotel Resort at Sydney’s 
beach suburb Brighton Le 
Sands, Thomson stated, 

“T will be playing both 
Robbie and Danny on 
Wednesday night. 

“In fact 1 was hoping to 
do just that last Sunday in 
Brisbane, but Robbie was 
still not fully fit and pulled 
out on Sunday morning. 

“T had Danny in my line- 
up but unfortunately he was 
struck down by a virus 
attack just hours before kick- 
off. 

“In fact he got so bad he 
couldn’t remain at the 
Stadium to even watch the 
game and I had to send him 
back to our hotel,” said 
Thomson. 

The impressive Sweden 
who finished third in the last 
World Cup Finals, finished 


very strongly last Sunday 
night in Brisbane, scoring 
two late goals. This enabled 
the tourists to defeat a 
rapidly tiring Australia 2-0 
for their first victory over 
the home country, 

In a three match ‘Test’ 
series in 1992, Australia 
again under Thomson’s 
guidance twice defeated 
Sweden by 1-0 with a third 
clash ending in a scoreless 
draw. 

Thomson last night added, 
“We gave away two silly 
goals late in the game as we 
started to tire quite badly. 

“Sweden as expected is a 
very tough and athletic outfit 
and pressured us in the 
second half as we started to 
tun out of legs the last 20 
minutes. 

“We played extremely 
well in the first half and 
forced Sweden’s goalkeeper 
to make a magnificent save 
off a Graham Arnold header. 

“And Joe Spiteri went 
very close and shaved the 
post in the same period,” 

When queried about 
Australia’s defence on 
Sunday, Thomson had

One of the world’s greatest goalkeepers, 
Gordon Banks, has pledged his support for 
South Australian Premier League club 
Salisbury United. 

The former World Cup winning goalkeeper 
has accepted an invitation by Salisbury United 
to join former England colleague, Sir Bobby 
Charlton, as the club's Vice Patron. 

“T know myself how much joy it gave me 
as a child and the many, many hours of just 
Kicking a ball about,” Mr Banks wrote in a 
letter to Salisbury’s Hononary Vice Patron 
and local MP Mike Rann. 

Banks, who was awarded an OBE for his 
services to soccer, said he was pleased to 
accept the position as Salisbury’s honorary 
Vice Patron “even though you are on the 
other side of the world. It just goes to show 
how intemational the game is.” 

Gordon Banks is widely acknowledged as 
one of the greatest goalkeepers in the history 
of the game. 

He, along with Bobby Charlton, were key 
members of the England team which won the 
1966 World Cup. 

His 1970 ‘dramatic save’ against Pele is 


regarded as one of the greatest feats of 
modem soccer, 

His superb ‘keeping led to the famous 
saying “as safe as the Banks of England”. 

Salisbury United Chairman, Karen King, 
has welcomed Mr Banks’ support for the 
Club whose senior team reached last year’s 
Premier League finals, 

“We are trying to lift the profile of 
Salisbury United, and the support of legends 
like Gordon Banks and Bobby Charlton will 
boost our plans to attract young players, 
members and sponsors, 

United patron Mike Rann said Gordon 
Banks and Sir Bobby Chariton were known 
as gentlemen players, and have remained 
great ambassadors for the world sport. 

“Both England stars have a strong interest 
in encouraging junior soccer, and Gordon 
Banks had read about Salisbury United’s 
strong support for juniors in a feature in the 
magazine Soccer International.

As an Australian sports supporter of over 25 years I am 
disgusted with the behaviour of David Hill. 

T do not follow soccer with religious passion, however I do 
know which teams are successful and well organised and 
Marconi Fairfield are definitely among them. 

Iam well aware of Marconi president Tony Labbozzetta’s 
present troubles. The facts are these: 

(a) A court of law has found that Mr Labbozzetta and his 
colleagues DID NOT obtain financial benefit over the Paul 
Okon transfer and DID NOT act dishonestly. 

{b) The matters relied upon by Soccer Australia, as detailed 
in the Senate Commission Reports, are-unsupported by the 

, Licensing Court examination of the Okon Transfer. 

Soccer Australia through its Chairman, Mr Hill, has 
seemingly decided to ‘go after’ this prominent soccer official 
of many years. 

Is the battle to retain the two dumped clubs at the beginning 
of this season the catalyst for this vendetta?

1979. 

While the aggregate 10 
goals scored wasn’t a 
record, the scoreline goes 
down in league history as 
only the third time in 3,976 
Ericsson Cup games 
played since opening day 
1977 that a match has 
produced a double-digit 
total. 

Breakers coach John 
Kosmina scowled and 
probably hated every one 
of the final 30 minutes of 
the game and his Canber- 
ra counterpart Mike 
Lyons produced the 
understatement of the 
season at game's end. 

The goalkeepers at 
either end were probably 
near to tears and neither 
side could afford too 
much back-slapping for a 
performance which was 
mistake-riddled. 


But, for the fans — 
unless you’re Newcastle 
fanatic — it was simply a 
footballing fiesta, a 
goalscoring bonanza and 
a thriller to boot. 

For the record, New- 
castle, sparked by a Troy 
Halpin hat-trick, led 4-0 
inside 50 minutes before a 
remarkable Paul Wade- 


inspired Cosmos come- 
back.

In what is developing 
into an extraordinary sea- 
son for Ericsson Cup 
records, these two sides, 
along with the Brisbane 
Strikers and Adelaide City 
have a decent chance of 
getting close to the single 
season record of goals 
shared in clashes 
between two clubs. 

The two Brisbane v 
Adelaide City games and 
two Newcastle v Canber- 
ta games this season 
have each produced a 
total of 15 goals, just 
seven less than the all- 
time record of 22, set 
over five clashes 
between Marconi and 
Apia in 1984. 

A repeat of the gun-bat- 
tles we've seen between 
these four clubs already 
this year could re-write 
the history books alto- 
gether, although the 
record over two games in 
a season might never be 
broken. 

That is still held by Ade- 
laide City and their help- 
less victims of 1977, Mal- 
bourne-based Mooroal- 
bark.

Socceroo stars Robbie 
Slater and Graham Arnold 
believe topline Australian 
players will struggle to 
secure lucrative European 
contracts once transfer fees 
are abolished. 

The pair returned from 
Europe for the two match 
series against Sweden, after 
Socceroo coach Eddie 
Thomson enforced FIFA 
laws and ordered them back 
home from their clubs. 

Slater revealed his recall 
to the national team was 
likely to cost him his place in 
West Ham's side. Neither 
will receive match payments 
from the three Bames they 
will miss during the Swedish 
series. 

They expressed concerns 
that they and ‘other 
Australians currently in 
Europe could be the last 
crop of locally-grown 
players to sign with the 
world’s biggest clubs once 
players completing contracts 
are considered “free” agents. 

“It’s going to be much 
more difficult for Australian 
players to get to Europe 
because they will be able to 
get a player in Europe for 


free now,” Arnold said. “The 
flow of Australians to 
Europe is nearly over.” 
Slater said the abolition of 
transfer fees would 
“revolutionise” the game in 
Europe where millions of

dollars in transfer fees are 
are exchanged by clubs to 
secure players. 

Fewer Australians in 
Europe would mean fewer 
opportunities for the best to 


play in the elite competitions 
but it might make national 
coach Eddie Thomson’s job 
easier. 

Slater and Arnold agreed 
that Australia was rarely able

yu have to get used to a game of 

soccer running more than ninety 

minutes, on the clock, due to some radical 
changes introduced by FIFA. 

Already games in the Ericsson Cup have 
had up to thirteen minutes added during this 
season. The same will apply to all games at 
senior level and eventually right through the 
whole game, 

It is necessary to go to 1990 and the World 
Cup in Italy in order to fully 
understand what is happening. 

On examination of actual playing 
time by FIFA, it was found that 
spectators were being short changed. 
Instead of 90 minutes play was 
reduced to little more than two thirds, 
on average, in all games. 

The first change to address this was 
introduction of the no back pass 
instruction. This has resulted in more 
attacking play and a rise in the average of 
goals scored, 

However, on its own, this measure did 
not meet the total requirements. It was 
necessary to devise some additional 
instructions. These have been contained 
within the objective of, ‘maximisation of 
effective playing time’. 

Match officials, ie referees and 


assistants’) have been given 
these guidelines and are 
implementing them. 

Time added on ig at the discretion of the 
referee. The game will benefit, the spectacle 
will be greater but we all have to adjust our 
time pieces for the new era. 

Maximisation of effective playing time 
means that the referee must stop the match 
watch for injury, substitution, setting up walls, 
cautions and send offs and if the ball is out of 
play for extended periods. 

On the last point, if the ball goes over the 


side or goal line fencing then the watch stops 
and is not restarted until the ball is about to go 
back into play. 

All of these points result in the duration of 
the game going beyond ninety minutes. 
However the application of some common 
sense thinking makes the players, coaches, 
spectators and the media realise that actual 
playing time will increase. By extension, the 
more activity on the field, the more chance of 
goals, 

The team coach will have to ensure that 
players are trained for 100 minutes as 
opposed to 90. Spectators must be aware of 
the changes and realise that games will no 

longer kick off at 3pm and finish by 
twenty to five for example. 

‘Transport companies and police on 
point duty will have to adjust their 
timetables for the new era. The 
homeward throng will be later 
than it used to be. 

The media and the statisticians 
will need to make allowance for 
activity in the time-added-on 
period. 

Goals, cautions, send offs or 
other events will take place in this 
additional period. However the 
duration of a game is still, “two 
equal periods of 45 minutes.” 

The reporter will have to become 
smarter. If a goal is scored three 
minutes after the end of ninety 
minutes, and the referee adds on five 

minutes, then the time of the 
successful strike was 88 minutes for the 
record, 

However in the writers report it can be 
said, “the goal was scored three minutes into 
stoppage time.” 

In other words it will be necessary to take 
account of what additional time the referee 
allows and then to adjust all significant events 
back from ninety minutes. This is going to be 
a challenge for writers and readers alike.

The Mafia planted a car bomb in front 
of Rome’s Olympic stadium in 1993 
during a match but it failed to explode. 

Milan’s Corriere della Sera quoted 
Florence magistrate PierLuigi Vigna as 
saying the remote-controlled car bomb 
was to have exploded in an area near 
the stadium where police vans are 
usually parked during Sunday 


matches. 


The blast could have killed many 


policemen, it added. 


“Everything was ready. The car with 
the explosives was already there. Thank 
God the electrical impluse did not go 
off,” Vigna was quoted as saying during 
a weekend debate on organised crime 
near Florence. 

Vigna is one of the magistrates who 
investigated a spate of bombs that 
killed 10 people in Florence and Milan 
in 1993. Two bombs also went off in 
Rome the same year but no-one was 


killed in those blasts.

Magistrates attributed all of the 
blasts to the Mafia as part of a plot to 
destablise Italy. 

The explosions damaged the Uffizi.

our months before the 

start of the European 
Championship, the English 
authorities are putting the 
finishing touches to a vast 
operation designed to stop 
hooligans who may intend 
to try to disrupt the event. 

The June 8-30 
tournament, the biggest 
sporting event of its kind in 
the country for 30 years, is 
widely seen as the perfect 
opportunity for the English 
to shed their violent 
reputation for provoking 
tayhem at soccer matches, 

But German, Dutch, 
Austrian and Belgian social 
workers dealing with known 
violent soccer fans have said 
German thugs plan to tum 
the championship into a 
“hooligan world cup”. 

The news predictably 
sparked the ire of Britain’s 
hardline Home Secretary 
Michael Howard. 

“Qur message to soccer 
hooligans is simple. Don’t 
come. You are not welcome. 
And most importantly you 
will be caught by the police,” 
he said this month at 
Birmingham’s Villa Park, 
one of the eight venues for 
the 16-team tournament. 

Whether or not he has to 
eat his words depends largely 
on the National Criminal 
Intelligence Service (NCIS), 
a low-profile arm of the 
British police leading the 
fight against both foreign and 
domestic hooligans. 


+ 
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“We know where our 
main troublemakers are. We 
have a database of 6,000 
names, all British, and of 
these 200 are the main 
targets, the ones we are 
interested in,” said NCIS 
spokeswoman Sue Daniels in 
an interview. 

“We feel we have put into 
place a mechanism to take 
care of problem areas and 
decrease possible 
flashpoints.” 

The NCIS has a dedicated 
soccer unit which 
coordinates with soccer 
intelligence officers — 
special police who get to 
know the fans across the 
country and feed back 
information. 

Before and during the 
championship the NCIS will 
liaise with similar police 
units abroad. 

“We have other sources to 
Bet a national picture so we 
can tell local police about 
certain fans and planned 
fights. The local police 
decide how to tackle the 
situation,” said Daniels. 

A year ago a few English 


fans sullied their already 
tarnished reputation at a 
friendly against Ireland in 
Dublin, raining chairs, 
bottles, pieces of wood and 
other missiles onto the pitch. 
‘The match was abandoned. 

Daniels said NCIS had 
predicted to within 15 
Minutes when the trouble 
would start, but the Irish 
were not interested. 

Officials are not expecting 
the most serious trouble to 
erupt at the championship 
matches themselves. 

“Soccer hooligans over 
the last few years have 
moved out of the stadiums 
because of the security 
cameras, segregated seating 
and other factors, The 
trouble tends to be in 
transport systems or in 
shopping centres before or 
after matches,” said Daniels. 


NEW 
TECHNOLOGY 


Police will use new 
technology such as Epicentre, 
a special e-mail system, and 
Photophone, which enables 
photographs of offenders to 
be sent from one stadium to 
another in 30 seconds. The 
final matches will be played at 
Wembley Stadium in London, 
where spokesman Martin 
Corrie said there was no 
history of crowd trouble. 

Just one person was 
arrested when Wembley 
hosted the 1993 European 
Cup Winners’ Cup final 
between Parma and Antwerp 
and he said the stadium

expected similar upmarket 
football fan interest in June. 

But police are taking no 
chances. A police control 
centre at Wembley wili be 
able to influence the flow of 
traffic and spectators up to 
20 km away from the 
stadium and continually 
monitor turnstiles. 

A computerised map 


designed to show ‘potential 
flashpoints lists the ground 
plans of 80 to 90 clubs and 
bars in London. 

London police have also 
asked all local forces to 


think about making 
contingency plans for the 
championships.

CULTURAL 
DIFFERENCES 


The Football Association 
(FA), which together with 
European soccer body 


UEFA will run the 
competition, is taking 
measures to avert trouble 
provoked by possible 
cultural differences. 

Championship security 
officer Adrian Titcombe said 
the FA would be producing a 
leaflet in the national 
language of every team 
taking part to explain what 
was allowed and what was 
not. 

“T think our supporters 
know there’s no mileage in 
causing trouble at stadiums 
and we have to get this 
across to the foreign fans,” 
he said in an interview. 

“The leaflet emphasises 
that we sit down during 
matches and, quaint as 
though this may seem, we do 
actually form queues in this 
country. There can be no 
flares, no fireworks and 
nothing which can be 
classified as a weapon.” 

The leaflet details 
criminal offences under 
English law, which include 
Tunning onto the pitch, 
throwing missiles and 
shouting racial abuse. 

But the FA is less happy 
about a UEFA rule banning 
the sale of anything but very 
weak alcoholic drinks inside 
the stadiums. 

“It’s often been our 
experience that it’s better to 
have fans drinking inside 
than outside in a pub or a 
bar. One of our worries is 
that people will leave it late 
to get to the stadium and 
many won’t know where the 
ground is,” Titcombe said.

The 16 countries 
competing in this summer’s 
European Championship 
finals in England won 
preliminary UEFA approval 
today to increase the size of 
their squads from 21 to 22 
players. 

The move, supported by 
all 16 national coaches 
attending a tournament 
workshop in London, will be 
put to UEFA’s executive 
committee for final approval 
in April. 

“We support the change 
but since it involves a change 
in the rules, we need the 
blessing of the executive 
committee,” UEFA secretary 
general Gerhard Aigner said. 
“Players are more and more 
involved in world-class 
football and the fact that 
they may have fo play up to 
six matches in 20 days could 
make it necessary for a 
coach to call on all his 
players, so we believe it will 
be better to have 22.”

just wide. 

Antonio Folha equalised 
in the 51st minute after a 
mistake by Juergen Kohler 
who failed to clear a cross 
and Portugal then pressed 
hard for 10 minutes, forcing 
German keeper Andreas 
Koepke to make two 
excellent saves in quick 
succession after shots from 
Rui Costa and Jorge Costa, 

But the formidable 
German counter-attack 
machine quickly recovered 
and in the 65th minute 
Moeller scored his second 
from just outside the area. 

With 10 minutes left, 
Bayern Munich’s Juergen 
Klinsmann lined up his only 
real shot at goal but it went 
wide, 

The striker is feared in 
Portugal ever since he 
scored four goals to give his 
team a 4-1 victory over 
Benfica in a UEFA Cup tie 
last November. 

German coach Berti 


Vogts said he was pleased 


with his team’s 
performance. “They played 
well and deserved to win. I 
think Portugal were a bit 
below par.”

Barcelona keep pressure on Atletico 


A 85th minute goal from 
triker Meho Kodro, gave 
Barcelona a 1-0 home win over 
Real Betis in front of a crowd of 
83,000 last Sunday. 

The result kept Barcelona eight 
points behind Spanish league leader 
Atletico Madrid, who struggled to 
beat Celta Vigo 3-2. 

Betis, who had lost only two of 
their 13 games away from home, 
put up a tough fight, but ended the 
game with only 10 men after 
defender Francisco Sanchez Jara 
picked up his second yellow card 
for a heavy challenge 15 minutes 
from time. 

Barcelona took control from the 
start, but Betis looked dangerous 
on the break and it was in a 
counter-attack in the 40th minute 
that winger Robert Jarni produced 
a fine save from Barcelona keeper 
Carlos Busquets. 

Barcelona’s best chance had 
fallen to Gheorghe Popescu, who 
shot wide at close range from a 
corner in the 67th minute. Kodro, 
who had earlier hit the post, rose 
above the Betis defence to head 
home the winner. 

Atletico came back from an 
early goal by Celta Vigo’s 
Vlado Gudelj, to win a scrappy 
match 3-2. 

Radomir Antic’s team played 
one of their worst. games of the 
season, and it took a fine goal from 
international playmaker Jose Luis 
Caminero midway through the 
second half to ensure the three 


points. 

Atletico particularly missed 
forward link-man Kiko Narvaez, 
who was injured in the midweek 
Cup tie at Valencia. 

Surprise package Compostela 
hung on to third place, 11 behind 
Atletico and three behind 
Barcelona, after snatching a point 
in their home game against Real 
Madrid. 

Goals from Ivan Zamorano, 
Raul Gonzalez and Fernando 
Hierro had given Real a 3-1 lead 10 
minutes into the second half, but 
sloppy defence enabled Compostela 
to come back and Virgilio 
Hernandez equalised from a free- 
Kick four minutes into stoppage 
time. 

The draw moves Real into 
sixth, 20 points behind Atletico, 
and seven behind fifth-placed 
Espanyol. 

With Italy’s Juventus barring the 
way to the European Cup 
semifinals, the odds against the 
Spanish champions qualifying for 
Europe are increasing. 

Espanyol came from behind to 
take their game at Sporting Gijon 
3-2 with a last-minute penalty. 
Valencia, one point ahead in fourth, 
had an easier time of it in a 
comfortable 3-1 home win over 
Oviedo. 

The weekend ended with lowly 
Salamanca’s decision to fire coach 
Juan Manuel Lillo, after his side’s 
2-1 defeat at home to Rayo 
Vallecano.

Vilified by the tabloids and 
branded a “turnip,” Taylor 
resigned after England failed 
to qualify for the 1994 World 
Cup in the United States. 

“That insult has got to end 
now,” John said. “I hope 
people will be above that 
sort of thing and let him get 
on with this job.” 

Taylor, who was dismissed 
last November as manager of 
Wolverhampton, said, “I 
always intended to come 
back into the game, but my 
original plan was to wait 
until after the end of the 
season. I am only coming 
back now because it is 
Watford,” 

Taylor recreated another 
link with his Watford past by 
recruiting the club's former 
top scorer and England 
striker Luther Blissett as the 
first-team coach. 

Blissett will handle most 
of the day-to-day 
Tesponsibilities of running 
the team following the 
departure of Glenn Roeder. 

“We have 18 games left in

looked at it from a distance 
it has broken my heart. 

“The heart and the soul

Jimmy Case: His club Brighton Is $12million in debt. 


Brighton’s future as a Football League club was 
back in the balance last Thursday when East 
Sussex County Council recommended rejection of 
its plans for a new $466.06 million stadium. 

The second division struggler has sold its 
Goldstone Ground home for $A15.28 million and 
want to move to a new site two miles away at Toads 
Hole Valley. 

New owner Chartwell has said it will let Jimmy 
Case’s side stay at the Goldstone for another 
season if it get permission to turn future use of 
the 94-year-old ground from warehouses into a 
giant food hall. 

However, that plan also got the thumbs down, 
leaving Brighton - $A12.39 million in debt - once 
again battling for survival. 

A final decision on both applications now rests 
with Hove Council - and Football League officials 
are closely monitoring developments that threaten 
to leave Brighton in a “Catch 22’ situation. The 
club has put into place contingency plans to 
ground-share with Portsmouth next season, should 
Chartwell insist on vacant possession this summer. 

But League spokesman Chris Hull reiterated, 
“We have told Brighton we will not accept ground- 
sharing, unless accompanying the plan are details 
of a new stadium within the Brighton 
conurbation.” 

Brighton chief executive David Bellotti is ready 
to go to appeal should Hove Council rubber-stamp 
the East Sussex rejection recommendation, which 
is backed by an objection from the Government’s 
Highways Agency. 

The concern is that the Seagulls’ plans for a 
30,000 all-seater stadium and sports centre include 
a commercial development to fund the project.
